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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claim 3 has grammatical and antecedent problems which would necessitate a new rejection under 
35 use 112, and furthermore, the claim still does not overcome the prior art of record. The Weinraub reference clearly teaches a flat 
bottomed annular groove 38b which receives a conventional fixing pin 39 to fix one leg of a shackle within the housing. It would have 
been obvious to modify the fixed bolt of either Johnson reference by modifying the groove thereof to be flat bottomed to receive a fixing 
pin as taught by Weinraub to ensure a secure fit within the lock housing as desired and well known in the lock art .With respect to the 
112 problems, In line 5, "at the side of the body" is indefinite and lacks clear antecedent basis; line 15, "fixing bolt" should be -fix bolt- 
for proper antecedent basis; and line 23, it is unclear how and annular groove can have "two sides" as claimed. 
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
